The: tavern was built by Thomas - 


Peabody of Andover, Mass., whose 
uncle, Oliver Peabody, had been 
sone of the first settlers on the 
“Peabody Patent”, as the area 
‘was known, in 1781. A few yards 
north of the building is the Pea- 
ody Cemetery containing “ the 
graves of several’ members of the 
family . including Thomas’, son, 
«ohn, ‘who became a_ successful 
Jumber manufacturer and served 
as Justice of the Peace, member 
of the State Legislature, and Cap- 
tein in the militia. 

For many years the Peabody Ta- 
“yern was an important stop on the 
stage route from Portland to Lan- 
seaster, New Hampshire and later 
served in the same capacity when 
the railroad was put through.

Under the proposal now being 
evaluated by the Senate « Rules 
Committee, the Veterans’ Com- 
mittee functions would ‘be - trans- 
ferred instead to a new Commit- 
tee on Human Resources. This new 


- “umbrella” committee would. also 


have jurisdiction over many of 
the matters now handled by the 
Senaté Labor and Public Welfare 
Committee as well as the welfare 
and assistance programs now han- 
dled by a number of other com- 
mittees. - _ 

This change is being proposed 
as a means of helping to. stream- 
line the Senate Committee System 
to increase both efficiency and ef. 
feetiveness. It has been over 30 
years since the last major reform, 
and the committees and subcom- 
mittees in Congress have mush- 
roomed in that time—much the 
same way the federal bureaucracy 
has grown by leaps and bounds in 
the same period. And few will 
doubt that reforms are definitely 
needed in both arenas if we are to 
make government and the Con- 
gress more responsive to the 
needs of the people they serve. 

Through careful and extensive 
research, a specially “authorized 
Senate Panel studied the functions 
of all the 31 standing Senate Com: 
mittees and the 174 Subcommit- 
tees. It had become virtually im- 
possible for any Senator to attend 
all the meetings and keep up with 
the legislation for all the, numer- 
ous committees and subcommit- 
tees to which he had been as- 
signed. For example, it has not 
‘been unusual for a Senator to 
have several different committee 
activities scheduled for the same 
time on the same day. The work 
of all committees and Senators 
has thereby suffered. The goal of 
the panel was to find ways in 
which the nuuiber of standing 
committees could be reorganized 
to reduce the potential of con- 
flicting schedules and to increase 
each Seuator’s ability to partici- 
pate as fully as possible in all 
committee matters. 

Jt was on this basis that the 
panel exarnined the Veterans’ Af- 
fairs Committee and found that, 
though the committee had broad 
oversight over federal programs 
totaling nearly $20 billion in bene- 
fits and services per year, its leg- 
islative activity was largely con- 
fined to‘ fine-tuning amendments 
to existing legislation. And it was 
on these findings that the panel 
concluded that another commit- 
tee could assume the responsibili- 
ties of veterans affairs’ legisla- 
tion, 

However, the resulting recom- 
mendation to switch veterans’ af- 
fair matters to a new Human Re- 
sources Committee is not in the

or more effective service. This 
new “super” Committee would un- 
doubtedly have its hands full with 
the pressing problems of employ- 
ment, education and health. The

Under the new Armed Services 
and Veterans’ Affairs Committee, 
veterans would benefit by becom- 
ing directly associated with the 
committee which presently has ju- 
risdiction over .existing -programs 
affecting many of them, such as 
retired pay. Vetérans could also 


play a greater role in influencing’ 
legslation of particular interest- 


to them—the. overall level of our 
national security, the relative me- 
xits of procuring various weapons 
systems, the preparedness of our 
armed forces and so on. 

Such a merger would 1) place 
legislative responsibility for meet: 
ing ‘these needs in a much more 
logical place that that of a huge 
Human Resources Committee and 
2) give added impetus to: the 
needs of our veterans. As the 
Senate continues its reform delib- 
erations over the next few weeks, 
I will continue to press for this 
compromise which would help, not 
hinder, the special needs of our

The Selectmen met Tuesday, 
Jan, 4, for a special session. A 
tax abatement of $45.54 was gran- 
ted to the Sunday River Skiway 
because of an error in acreage. 
Some work was done on the An- 
nual Town Report and a Budget 
meeting was held..The Selectmen’s 
budget for 1977 totaled $20,788.44. 
It is anticipated that approximate- 
ly $4,000. of this will be taken 
from Federal Revenue Sharing, 
leaving $16,788.44 to be raised by” 
taxation, compared to $16,108.94 
by taxation last year. This is in 
addition. to the State and County 
Tax and the School Budget. Under 
the Tree Growth Tax Law $17,- 
501.11 is due the Town from the 
State in the fall of 1977, to cover 
tax years 1975 and 1976. A por- 
tion of this should be used in 
1978 and the balance in 1979 to 
help reduce taxes for these years. 

During the year $460.81 in tax 
liens, plus. $46,65 were paid, with 
$755.21 in liens remaining unpaid 
Dec. 31. 

At the close of books Dec. 31, 
all operating accounts either bal- 
anced off or showed an unexpend- 
ed balance. Total of these unex- 
pended balances $30,135.35. Of this 
amount $5,097.75 is in a Highway 
Equipment Fund, set aside to buy 
new equipment for the Highway 
Dept., and $6,334.70 is in the un- 
appropriated surplus account. Un- 
expended balances in operating ac- 
counts are carried forward to the 
next year, to help reduce appro- 
priations for ‘that year. The Town 
also has $4,834.02 in a Day In 
Day Out Savings Account, which 
is left to draw interest, and is 


available to the Treasurer when 


needed. 


The warrant for the annual town 
meeting which wil] be held at the 
Bear River Grange Hall, March 7, 
at 7 p. m,, contains 44 articles, 
most of them routine.

The sun was bright when I went 
for my first real snowshoe jaunt 
of this year. New Year’s ‘Day I 
had been for a short distance in- 
fo the woods but this time was 
mucl longer. It was one of those 
splendid days when the crunch of 
4he snow shoes and. the joy of liv- 
ing were all anyone would ever 
wish. I struggled down the bank 
fo the pond’s edge. Once there I 
Jooked idly around. Then as I 
started, my snowshoes went deep 
down with a crackle of breaking 
jce. I was startled for a moment, 
wondering if*I could be in the 
water. Instead I found there were 
four layers of shell ice formed 
when the water was high, lowered, 
and formed again with air spaces 
between each forming. 

I crossed to the other shore 
and again found the same situa- 
fion through the low growth until, 
¥ reached the Sanborn River. Scan- 
ning this keenly, I decided that 
it was safe, someone else had 
come to enjoy the river before 
swe. From there I made my way 
up a short distance then again 


‘found shell ice as I tried to cross 


to the other pond. This was too 
hhard traveling so I kept up the 
river a little way farther. 

The brave woodpeckers were 
clinging to the large boles and 
overreaching branches, making 
short flights, pecking now and 
then, and chattering aimlessly as 
if unable to keep still. They were 
putting in. their time in a dull 
way, like storm bound travelers 
at a country railroad station. Gaz- 
ing a while on the spot where 
they vanished, I then sauntered 
across the grove of trees, and 
out to the shore where in sum- 
mer the lily pads are thick enough 
4o almost walk on. I crossed the 
mouth of the Cad Whitman Brook 
and on to the back shore of the 
Big Pond. 

The wind had played across the 
pond. The snow instead of finding 
rest at once, like the snow that 
falls into the tranquil forest; it 
had been rolled, beaten, and swirl- 
ed into pits and hollows, like peb- 
bles and sand in the pot-holes of 
wivers. Finally the’ angles were 
worn off and curved into small 
drifts. Later they'll melt away 
and sing their way to the sea. 


I reached the end of the pond 
and left to go to the falls. A few 
clouds shut out the sun, leaving 
a gray, gloaming-like darkness for 
a short time. The water at the 
falls was out of sight, all ordin- 
ary sounds were smothered be- 
neath the ice, On one side bathed 
by the spray, were series of little 
shelves. The middle forms where 
the water was more forceful giant 
icicles had formed in endless va- 
rieties, 

Following the brook toward the 
pond, I found it open in a few 
places and trickling over sind 
between arrowy lace-work, The 
Sun danced on the water and on 
the Iacy collars of icé that rimnied 
the rocks, I stopped a@ short tiiiie 
by the edge of the stream. Com- 
ing down over a little rise, I ab- 
ruptly left the brook and faced 
Oversét Mountain sterciled ag- 
ainst thé afternoon sun. 

I crossed here to the road-side 
of the pond where. a full view of 
the valley was easily séen. These 
ponds cupped in a hollow of for- 
ested hilis, wore eyelash fringes of 
spruce, fir, and pine on the oppd- 
site shore, Beyond, rose the irreg- 
wlar motitains: Pateh, Edgecomb, 
Round, Long, and Overset, 


A low batting of clouds now 
hung over Edgecomb as I plodded 
up pond and home.
